1 . WHAT HAD APPEARED TO BE A ROUTINE ELECTION FOR 
SUBCOMMISSION MEMBERS TURNED INTO A BITTER DAY LONG 
SQUABBLE WHEN A "GENTLEMAN'S AGREEMENT" ALLOWING AFRICANS 
7 SEATS AND ASIANS 5 SEATS OF ALLOTTED 12 AFRO-ASIAN 

SEATS UNDER ECOSOC RES. 1334 (XLIV) WAS REVERSED IN THE 
VOTE. IN A COMEDY OF ERRORS CHAIRMAN FIRST ANNOUNCED 
AFRICANS HAD EIGHT SEATS AND ASIANS FOUR. ASIANS 
STRONGLY SUPPORTED THE GENTLEMAN'S AGREEMENT UNTIL

2. LONG INCONCLUSIVE DISCUSSION OF MANNER OF RESOLVING
